DAY AND NIGHT SERVICE 
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“In the Rotunda Hospital Dublin has a 
great heritage, which any city should be 
roud to maintain. To the memory of 
artholomew Mosse we owe it that his t 
memorial shall not suffer from any of 
loving and generous care.”’ 

So wrote Dr, T. Percy Kirkpatrick in a 
short. history of the hospital published for 
the Governors’ annual report; and right 
worthily have successive Masters of that 
great hospital carried out, in spirit, as well 
as in letter, the wise provisions laid down 
for the guidance of the hospital by its in- 
spired founder. Over a quarter of a million 
women have been treated within its walls, 
and many thousands of others in their own 
homes by its officers. Many who learned 
midwifery in the Rotunda have used that 
knowledge for the benefit of women of every 
country in the world, and the wise provisions 
of the Rotunda have helped to fashion many 
similar foundations. This is as it should be, 
and as was intended by its founder, Dr. 
Mosse, who designed the hospital as a great 
School of Midwifery. The hospital charter 
received from King George the Second en- 
visaged such a development as it provided 


that ‘‘all students in physic, surgeons or 


apprentices of surgeons, and all such others, 
whether men or women, as intend to practise 
midwifery, and shall be approved by the 
said Master, shall and may or full hberty 
to attend the said hospital, and be instructed 
eater, the said Master and his two assist- 
ants. 

Apart from its incalculab’: work as a 
teaching and training centre the hospital has 
continued, year in year out, to increase the 
number of its patients both in the internal 
and external maternity departments until they 
have grown to really astonishing figures. In 
the year 1939 the number of women delivered 
in both departments was 4,799. The number 
who attended the out-patients’ departments 
was 38,951. 

What a remarkable contrast these figures 
make when compared with the records of the 
original hospital in George’s Lane, \~ ‘ch in 
the twelve years of its existence from 1745 
to 1757 had 3,975 women in its wards! 

To deal with such a growing clientéle 
there have from time to time been additions 


made to the hospital, but, with loving and 
jealous care, the building as originally 
designed by Richard Castle, the great 


Georgian architect, who had just then com- 
ple the building of Leinster House, and 
at the time was ee in building Carton, 
in County Kildare, has been kept intact. 
The wear and tear of over one hundred and 
eighty years, however, became apparent, and 
repairs have been needed to keep the building 
in an efficient state. 

Thanks to the funds made available by the 
Hospitals’ Sweepstakes the whole structure 
of the hospital, both inside and outside, has 
been put into good repair, while important 
additions, made necessary by the ever- 
increasing work, have materially increased 
ert accommodation both for patients and 
staff.

The building is in brick, faced with two- 
inch Ballinphellic bricks, which harmonise 
with the surroundings. 

In the year 1939 the number of out-patients 
treated was a gore 40,000, compared 
with a total of 20,000 treated in 1935. 

During the year 1936 the old wards of the 
hospital were reconditioned, new floors and 
ceilings being installed, here was also a 
completely new electrical and heating system 
put in throughout the entire hospital ; and a 
new block was created, containing bathrooms, 
lavatories and sterilising rooms, 

In the following year there was a re- 
arrangement and reconditioning of the labour 
wards, Most of these wards were enlarg 
so as to make more space for students an 
post- uates. Walls and floors were re- 
newed in tiles and terrazzo. A number 
of private labour wards and private cubicles 
for patients were also installed, 

In the same year a new roof kitchen was 
built on the top of the main buildings. This 
has tiled walls and floors, and contains a 
set of Aga cookers, with steamers for meat, 
vegetables, etc., and a number of electrical 
labour-saving machines for kitchen work, as 
well as a refrigerator. The cooked food is 
carried on electrically heated food trollies 
by lift to the various ward kitchens, and 
from there distributed to the wards. 


NURSES’ NEW HOME 


During the summer of 1938 a nurses’ new 
home was built and opened in the hospital 
grounds. This building is of brick and re- 
inforced concrete construction, faced with 
rich red Ballinphellic bricks, such brickwork as 
makes up virtually the whole of the surround- 
ing houses in Parnell square. The change of 
level in the grounds of fourteen feet enabled 
the architect to keep the north elevation low 
and plan the suite of recreation rooms at a 
lower level than the principal entrance, fac- 
ing the hospital gardens and tennis courts on 
the south. 

On this face eight pieces of Portland stone 
have been carv gi Mr. Peter Brennan, 
which represent the Greek gods of medicine 
and healing. 

All the supplies and services are brought 
through a man-high underground duct from 
the main hospital, and, as there are no com- 
plications of feeding provided in the building, 
the detail planning has resolved itself into 
very simple, straightforward lines. 

Light harmonising colours in the rooms, 
stairs and corridors, and in the treatment of 
the walls and floors, have been enlivened by 
the careful use of discords to avoid any ap- 
parent visual monotony. 

Every nurse’s bedroom is fitted with a 
built-in dressing table and wardrobe, cach 
automatically lighted. The floors of the bed- 
rooms are all polished pitch pine, and the 
corridors and stairs are covered with thick 
linoleum, rmanently fixed to the con- 
crete. All the furniture and furnishings were 
specially selected and made in Dublin. 

Adding to the amenities of the home are 
pictures, including some beautiful water 
colours of Irish scenery, which were pre 
sented by the Master, Dr. A. H. Davidson. 
These are hung in the principal lounge and 
recreation rooms, and in the staff nurses’ 
sittingroom is an oval Sheraton table, pre- 
sented by the architect, Mr. F. G. Hicks. 

Other notable‘ additions during the year 
1937-’38 were the completion of the new 
X-ray and dark rooms. New equipment was 
installed, consisting of a 350 m.a. Newton 
and Wright transformer with valve rectifi- 
cation, which eliminates the noise of the 
earlier apparatus; a gynecological table, and 
two X-ray tubes, one with a rotating anode. 
The apparatus is fully protected against 
high tension shock. 

he dark room, connected with the X-ra 
room by a doorless light lock, is fitted wit 
thermostatically controlled electric heating 
for the developing and fixing tanks, which 
are of stainless steel. A drying cabinet 
has also been installed. Efficient ventilation 
is maintained by an electric fan. The appara- 
tus is capable of approximately three times 
the output of the old installation, and ren- 
ders possible the production of radiographs 
of “apse diagnostic value, 

The work of the department has shown a 
very considerable increase due mainly ¢o 
the greater use of radiological methods for 
determining pelvic measurements.

NEW QUARTERS FOR 
STUDENTS 


Accommodation for students had become a 
very serious problem owing to the greatly 
increasing numbers. In the year 19358, for 
instance, five hundred and twenty-six post- 
graduates and students from all parts of the 
world were in attendance. The completion 
of the nurses’ new home made available 
their former accommodation in the Hospi- 
tal, and this wing, on the south-western cor- 


ner, now been reconditioned and in- 
stalled with modern services to 
form part of the new quarters 


for students. To this was added the 
extension just completed, and the building 
linked up with the old structure, provides 
accommodation for over sixty students in 
residence. The new structure shows the clas- 
sical characteristics which are inherent in the 
main Rotunda building. The '‘ibrary and 
aittingroom, with mural decorations by Patita 
Bourke, and the diningroom are arranged 
en suite. In the basement are billiard room, 
kitchen, with its appurtenances, a number of 
shower baths, and the lavatories. The roof 
is of concrete, reinforced with coverbond. 
The floors are of the same material, and are 
supported on brick-bearing walls, which have 
been externally faced in County Dublin 
anite to match existing buildings. All the 
nishes have been kept uniform in the rooms, 
the relief in the recreation rooms being 
secured by colour and general decoration. 
The kitchen is equivped with an Aga 
“heavy duty ” cooker of the latest type, a 
literally shining example ot the modern ya 
storage cooker, originally invented by a blind 
man, Dr, Dalen, the Swedish scientist and 
Nobel prize winner This cooker is equipped 
with two large ovens and ample hot plate 
area, and, though capable of a very large 
= output and ready for use at any 
a 
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The Hospital contains 155 beds and 
deals with some 4,000 Maternity cases 
and 600 Gynecological cases per annum. 
Facilities are given to Students and 
Post-Graduates for observing clinical 
obstetrical work in the wards, and to 
Post-Graduates for carrying out forceps 
and other obstetrical operations. 


There is also an Extern Dept. dealing 
with upwards of 6,000 cases a year. 


Ante-Natal clinics are held three days 
a week, and deal with some 5,000 cases 
a year. There is also an extensive 
Gynecological Department, where Post- 
Graduates are permitted to assist at 
major operations, and perform some 
minor ones. Lectures on Gynecological 
Pathology and Pathological Demonstra- 
tions are given weekly. In the Pedia- 
tric Department two Pediatric clinics 
and one Lecture are held weekly. A 
new X-ray plant has been installed, 
which greatly facilitates the study of 
this important aid to obstetrics. 


The courses are continuous throughout 
the year, and Students and Post- 
Graduates may join at any time, as the

courses are continuous throughout the 
year; but it is advisable to register in 
advance. Extra classes in Gynecological 
Diagnosis and k: pas Midwifery are 
conducted by the Assistants to -the 
Master. The L.M. Diploma is given to 
fully-qualified practitioners on examina- 
tion after six months’ attendance at the 
Hospital. (In the case of Dublin 
Students who have taken out their Mid- 
wifery course at the Hospital, this is 
shortened to three months.) 


Fees: One month, £6 6s. Od.; two 
months, £10 10s. Od.; three months, £12 
12s. Od.; L.M. course, £21. Board and 
residence can be obtained in the 
Hospital at £2 2s. Od. per week. 


Post-Graduate courses of two to three 
weeks are given under special circum- 
stances to doctors practising in Ireland.

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A Sportsman’s Review 
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An Unusual Tennis Club 


HAVE just returned from an enjoyable 
i week’s holidays in Cork, in the course of 
which I played in the Glanmire tennis 
tournament. The Glanmire club is rather re- 
markable—in fact, it may even be unique— 
as the courts have been cut out of the side of 
a steep hill. It is, I believe, an old-established 
club, but I cannot imagine how anyone could 
have even conceived such a project, and it 
must have been immensely difficult to carr 
out. The results, however, have been well 
worth the labour; for one almost gets the 
impression of playing in the Swiss Alps. Each 
court is on & separate plateau, with a hign 
bank on one side and at the ends, and a 
steep drop on the other side—well wired in, 
of course, The view is magnificent, and the 
whole lay-out makes it one of the most un- 
usual tennis clubs I have seen. i

present. 

The intention was to put on this Court— 
under Order to be issued when the bill 
assed—-three members of the present Special 
jriminal Court who were the most expe- 
rienced men they could get for courts of 
this kind. 

Mr. DILLON (F.G., Monaghan) said it 
was expedient to say as a matter of record 
that the gravity and character of the bill 
were not lost sight of, and that in normal 
times when the nation was not threatened 
by any great danger, no representative 
assembly would give power analagous to those 
now being given to the Government. It 
was with the full appreciation of the magni- 
tude of those powers, and the distance they 
had been asked to go that they consented 
to the bill. They did it only because they 
were assured by the Government that those 
wide powers were necessary for the safety 
of the State. In that knowledge they gave 
them those powers, believing that this de- 
mocracy was capable of using such powers 
for the. protection of the State and the ulti- 
mate preservation of the liberties of all.

A mine had been discovered in the locality 
where the British lmer, Niagara, sank in the 
Tasman Sea last night, Mr. P. Fraser, the 
Prime Minister, announced in the House of 
Representatives to-day. All necessary steps 
were being taken to dispose of the menace. 
Passengers and crew had reached port. As 
far as could be ascertained, there was no loss 
‘of life. 

Air Vice-Marshal S. J. Goble, Australian

among the passengers on board the Niagara, 
a 13,415-ton vessel, owned “by the Canadian- 
Australian Line, and registered in London. 

According to an Associated Press message 
from Auckland, the Niagara sank in 20 
minutes. ‘Planes assisted in the search for 
the ship’s lifeboats, m which were 135 
passengers and 200 crew. Minesweepers were 
on the scene early this morning. These are 
the first German mines laid in*the South 
Pacific since war began.
